Pictures of our soldiers fighting in New Guinea 
have been sent back to this country. These men 
look grim and weary. Their clothing is ragged 
and torn and many of them are bare-footed. They 
have been through perhaps the worst "Fighting 
the world has yet witnessed. No longer would 
they look military in a parade. But these men 
are doing a task and doing it well. They are not 
conscious of what they are wearing or other 
superficial things. They are, however, conscious 
of winning this war. 

Americans back home who complain because 
clothes may be rationed or because they can no 
longer obtain the styles or varieties of clothes 
to which we have so long been accustomed, 
PROBABLY DO NOT RATE VERY HIGH WITH 
THE AMERICANS IN NEW GUINEA. 

Need Unrest Foster Rash Acts? 

There is a quotation hidden away somewhere 
in the Aeneid of the master-poet, Vergil, which 
bears this fragment at the end, ". . . and man's 
lot touches man's heart." The old Roman didn't 
intend his quotation to mean that man is contin- 
ually pitying himself and is dissatisfied with his 
lot, but that connotation is excellent in this case.

But need one be carried away 
entirely and give herself up to the wave of 
hysteria? Maybe the solution lies in discussion 
and maybe not. For "It rains into the sea and 
still the sea is salt."

Once again we are confronted with the golden 
opportunity of a new year. That's one of the 
remarkable things about life — we are able to 
profit by our mistakes. For life gives us the 
chance to renew our ideals and aims at the end 
of a twelve month period. 

It is useless and silly to make resolutions which 
you do not intend to keep. There is really no 
need to resolve anything; just concentrate on 
what you want to do to improve your character 
or life. You'll find it much more satisfactory 
than taking a deep breath and making a resolu- 
tion to do a certain thing if it kills you. Human 
nature isn't that way, for "the flesh is weak." 

What the year will bring none of us knows, 
but we are certain of one thing. That is, we will 
do our best to make it a full year in every way. 
It may call for more sacrifices on our part but 
what does it matter when we consider trie worth 
of what we are fighting for — the right to be able 
to change our lives by our own free will and not 
be obliged to follow the dictates of another 
human being?

Dr. Blanche Henry Clark, Dean 
of Women at Vanderbilt University 
and former history teacher at Ward- 
Belmont, spoke in chapel on Monday, 
January 18. 

She opened her talk by reading

age to our own, stating that ours is 
not an uninteresting one but we must 
plot our course accordingly. 

"In World War I,'' said Dr. 
Clark, "our objective was to return 
to the old days after the war. We do 
not want to do this today." 

Bringing home the fact that women 
have a definite place in this war, the 
dean explained that their duty is to 
keep culture in repair. 

She outlined some eight require- 
ments which, faith must fulfill. The 
main ones were that it must speak in 
positive terms, it must appeal to the 
little man, must address itself fast 
to economic problems, must revive 
and renew the ideals of quality, and 
must strike a balance between liberty 
and authority. She closed her ad-

Constructive Criticism Is Important 

Criticism has never been known to hinder any- 
thing or any person. It is human nature to find 
one way of doing things and be content with 
such. We remain in the same old rut and if any- 
one makes any comment they are criticizing. 

We need something to arouse us from our 
smug attitude toward life and the voice of criti- 
cism does this. If we didn't care what people 
said or thought we would never make any prog- 
ress. Many times criticism is all the incentive 
needed to jar us from our complacent ideas. 

Therefore we should look upon it as something 
constructive, not destructive. For whenever 
criticism is silenced all freedom of thought also 
perjshes and that is one of the main things our 
country's corner stone was constructed upon. 

What Do You Think? 

When the lights go on again all over the 
world, we hope that somebody will turn off those 
that burn continually in Washington and other 
bureaucratic centers of the country, while bulle- 
tins on conservation of electricity, et cetera, are 
being sent out to the American people. It would 
also seem rather practical now if the WPB could 
reduce its demand of 850,000 typewriters (one 
for every six men in the servicel) so that industries 
and the general public could have a few. Maybe 
the Federal payroll, containing 2,571,000 
drawees, could be reduced and salaries deter- 
mined by services rendered. Sugar rationing 
mrgfrt possibly be arranged so that millions of 
families don't get more than they need, while 
businesses serving the public aren't allowed 
enough. (We heard of a farmer who said that 
he could not afford all this sugar but he guessed 
he'd be patriotic and buy it!) And why is it 
necessary to draft teen-age boys when our aver- 
age work-week is only 42 hours while in Britain 
it is 56? If we increased our work-week to 50 
hours, 8,000,000 men eligible for military service 
could be released. (Of course labor leaders will 
hardly recommend this.) 

We do not claim to be any sort of economists, 
labor leaders, politicians or bureaucrats, but 
these are a few of the obvious fallacies in our 
war economy which could be and should be cor- 
rected. The value of criticism is its influence to 
stimulate and improve. Enlightening criticism is 
a welder of democracy. With this attitude we 
call attention to the above facts. Perhaps it is 
better to say that we align our opinion with the 
statisticians of the day and endeavor to present 
facts . . . with no water colors. 

In conclusion, some people call this system 
(which is not merely a product of war economy) 
"controlled" or "planned" economy. We would 
like to ask where is the plan and the economy? 
We understand the control.

One thing you can all do is to buy War Bonds 
and Stamps. Perhaps you cannot invest an ap- 
propriate share of all you receive or earn. And 
as you invest this money you will also be investing 
your own sacrifices and self-respect. In a prac- 
tical and patriotic way, you will be uniting schol- 
arship and citizenship. 

You will also be investing in the future. Youth 
has always depended on the future. Today the 
future depends on Youth.

"Military officials have been ap- 
palled at the fact that many of their 
recruits — college and high school 
graduates — have little or no knowl- 1 
edge of mathematics or science unless 
they specialized in one of these fields.

Nashville Colleges 
Will Train Forces 

Virtually all leading Tennessee col- 
leges and universities have been ap- 
proved for utilization by the War or 
Navy Departments for giving special- 
ized training to members of the armed 
forces, the War Manpower Commis- 
sion announced. 

Thirteen colleges and universities 
including Peabody and Vanderbilt, in 
Nashville, 
least 6oo WAAC trainees will be sta- 
tioned at Peabody, while Vanderbilt 
will train 1,943 army engineers. For 
this purpose, the latter institution has 
inaugurated a new Meteorological 
School. 

The army personnel will be kept 
more or less to themselves and on a 
military schedule, although the sched- 
ule may not be quite as rigid as in a 
regular army camp. Most of the 
schools will probably continue with 
some or perhaps all of their courses. 

The facilities of all institutions are 
being canvassed and considered for 
possible use and additional groups of 
approved institutions will be issued 
later.

"The story of man is the story o* 
an escape from prison," said the Rev- 
erend Winfred B. Langhorst, Rector 
of St. Ann's Episcopal Church, who 
spoke 'in chapel on Wednesday, Feb- 
ruary 17.

The price of food 
has nothing to do with the number 
of points, so if the price is raised on

White vs. Black 

As long as a group of college students can 
meet and discuss intelligently such problems as 
human relationships in the South, civilization is 
not dead. Culture, too, is on the upward path 
and youth proves that it is competent of shoul- 
dering the responsibilities of the future. 

After Miss Ina C. Brown's brief talk in chapel 
last Sunday, a group of students adjourned to 
the "Y" room and cornered the speaker in a 
good old-fashioned forum. 

Main controversy of the evening was the ques- 
tion of education for the negro with appropria- 
tions for that purpose equal to those allotted 
white people. Miss Brown cited figures on that 
score, for she said that thirty-eight cents is spent 
on negro education compared to every dollar 
spent on white. 

"After education, what?" was a query felt by 
all. Girls from the North expressed the belief 
that negroes from their section of the country 
were more superior because of their educations. 
All the students failed to see the advantage of 
making the negro race as a whole equal or 
superior intellectually to the white. 

Miss Brown stated that the solution to race 
problems will have to come gradually and through 
a process. She was pinned down to mention 
something definite that we can do now, but 
wouldn't commit herself. It may be that the 
solution will come gradually but youth wants 
action. The problem has been mulled over since 
the Civil War and before and still we have no 
concrete theories for improvement. Discussion 
which promotes thought is good but the problem 
is never going to be solved by talking. 

Madame Chiang Kai Shek in her recent talk 
proposed two solutions to the international race 
problem. One was that "identity of ideals is 
the strongest possible solvent of racial dissimi- 
larities." Another is that "devotion to common 
principles eliminates differences in race." These 
are excellent observations but they do not offer 
what youth, in confusion and bewilderment, is 
trying to solve by clear thinking. _ How are we 
as 



a nation to say nothing of between nations? 

No, we don't think a passive approach is going 
to accomplish anything. We aren't well enough 
schooled in economics, politics, anthropology, 
etc., to suggest a solution or to offer constructive 
criticism. In short, we need advice.

Motor Corps Claims Three Faculty Members

There's one sure thing — Miss Mary 
Douthit, Miss Alice Mary Drew 
and Miss Mary Elizabeth Cayce wilL. 
never be ladies in distress. These 
Ward-Belmont alums and faculty 
members are not only doing their bit, 
but they're proving that their patriot- 
ism doesn't stop at their knees — they 
can change a tire in record-breaking 



Last year Wmti Drew and Dout- 
hit joined the Motor Corps and the 
training required 10 weeks with two 
meetings a week. They took two first 
aid courses and a course in motor 
mechanics. Just call them Drs. Drew 
and Douthit; not only because they 
will be subject to call at any time but 
they are capable of diagnosing any 
and all ailments of motor. Every 
member of the corps has to pledge 1 50 
hours of service a year, and this work , 



will be kept within the home shores. 
Miss Cayce has been a member of the 
Corps since it was first started in 
Nashville five years ago. At that 
time no training was required. She 
has since taken the regular courses. 

Although the members must be able 
to drive canteens, ambulances, etc., 
the members of the unit in Nashville 
are so far only responsible for driving 
a station wagon. Of course their 
duties or errands vary from collecting 
blood (given by blood donors) at the 
Protestant Hospital and taking It to 
the Vanderbilt Hospital to carrying 
lunches to other Red Cross workers. 
They also answer many calls to take 
sewing and patterns to different 
churches or headquarters. Before the 
station wagon is checked out for duty, 
the mileage must be checked and 
checked again when it is brought back. 

Miss Drew transferred her role of 
service to her home unit in Milwaukee 
for the summer months. Among%he 



highlights of her summer was driving 
an English fireman around and play- 
ing taxi to soldiers during an army 
show. She has driven the canteen to 
the Induction Center and served the 
boys hot or cold drinks and snacks 
of some kind. Frequently she was 
called upon to accompany a complete 
unit, which was made up of a station 
wagon, canteen and ambulance, to 
neighboring towns to get blood donors. 
She also had a great deal of practice 
driving during blackouts. Uniforms 
differ according to the various units, 
but the uniform for Milwaukee is 
skirt and jacket of military blue with 
a distinguishing emblem on the sleeve, 
and the hat is similar to that of the 
WAAC.

The concert attraction for next, 

week is Ernst Wolff, baritone singer 
who accompanies himself. Mr. Wolff 
was born in Baden-Baden and edu- 
cated in Berlin and Frankfort on the 
Main. 

He began his career as a concert 
pianist and accompanist, and at the 
age of 23 he was appointed Musical 
Director of the School of Opera at 
the Frankfort Conservatory. While 
conducting there, his talent was no- 
ticed by Clemens Krans, conductor 
of the Vienna, Berlin and Munich 
opera, and one year later he became 
a conductor there. He held this post 
until 1933. ^ 

After this, his fame spread and he 
was soon conducting elsewhere in 
Germany and in other countries. He 
was so intent upon developing his 
musical ability to the highest point, 
that he started cultivating the lovely 
baritone voice which later brought 
him fame. 

At an operatic dress rehearsal one 
of the singers was unable to appear, 
whereupon Wolff assumed the role 
and performed so well he was asked 
to study voice seriously. This he did, 
and now he is the only living ex- 
ponent of art songs, who accompanies 
himself. He is now at a peak of 
musical attainment rarely achieved.

Cditoual Comment 
Letter From Africa 

Truer than any editorial, more powerful, too, 
is this letter received by a friend oT Miss Frances 
Falvey's mother from a boy in North Africa. 
Because it reflects the spirit of the average 
American soldier, because it is optimistic and 
because it contains a good lesson for all of us, 
parts of it are printed here. 

North Africa, 
January 25, 1943. 

Dear Mother: ' 

For me first time since I left school at Tulsa 
I'm sitting at a table to write a letter. Actually, 
this is my first opportunity to use adequate writ- 
ing facilities. It is remarkable what luxuries a 
soldier is able to find in Africa. 

I never appreciated such a simple commodity 
as hot water at home. Cleanliness was a matter 
of course — certainly not a luxury. You can im- 
agine how happy we were to have a thirty-two- 
man shower installed here, featuring real hot 
water. We are required to bathe twice a week 
but this is one regulation they don't have to 
worry about enforcjng. 

Everything that is humanly possible is being 
done to keep us comfortable and healthy and I 
may say even happy. Here where such thin< 
cannot be bought we're issued cigarettes, soap, 
shaving cream and razor blades, chewing gum, 
matches and even tooth brushes and powder — 
free. 

You know, there's a bond that grows out of 
an exchange of languages. When a passing 
youngster on a burro says "Bon jour" and I an- 
swer "Good morning" we're a world apart. But 
when I say "Bon jour" and he gives out with a 
clearly pronounced "Good morning" we've sud- 
denly become brothers under the skin. 

The Arabs and French are very friendly to us. 
They say that since the Americans came they 
have more to eat and more clothes. One little 
boy said to us, "The Boche come, he take; the 
American come, he BRING." 

Just a word about our chaplain. He, a prot- 
estant, has the unenviable job of conducting a 
non-denominational service acceptable to all 
faiths and he does a remarkable job. I thought 
you'd like to know that we're not forgetting the 
things that really count, even though our sense 
of values may suffer radical changes.

Coming to Ward-Belmont in the 
g "interest of better reading" was Miss 
Helen Fay, who is affiliated with an 
Albany, New York, bookshop and 
who jpoke in chapel on Monday, 
March 29. 

Miss Fay explained herself as be-

Ward-Belmont alumna Cornelia 
Fort, '36, who was the nation's sec- 
ond volunteer for the Women's Aux- 
iliary Ferrying Squadron of the Air 
Transport Command, was killed on 
March 21 near Markel Field, Texas, 
when the Army plane she was ferrying 
from her base in Long Beach, Calif., 
crashed. 

Miss Fort was graduated from 
Sarah Lawrence College in 1939 and 
a year later took up flying. She was 
Nashville's first woman flying in- 
structor and the second woman to 
receive a commercial pilot's license 
here and was widely known in avia- 
tion circles throughout the country. 

She was serving as instructor with 
the Andrew Flying Service in Hono- 
lulu, Hawaii, at the time of the Jap- 
anese attack on Pearl Harbor, and 
was actually flying on the morning of 
December 7. She told of her ex- 
periences in a speech here on March 
23, 1 941. She was driven from the 
sky by a Jap fighter plane at the be* 
ginning of the raid.

Just as Vanderbilt has its meteorological stu- 
dents so the Oklahoma College for Women has 
its course in meteorology. Stephens College in- 
corporated a course in commercial aviation at 
the beginning of the year. These courses with 
the cooperation of twelve major airlines are de- 
signed to train girls for positions in reservations, 
space control, communications, teletype opera- 
tions, flight control and dispatch work. 

At Mary Baldwin College a wartime mathe- 
matics refresher course has proved extremely 
popular. Other courses related to the war are 
food chemistry, industrial psychology and a 
World at War course which includes the effects 
of the war on the famify and education. 

All these innovations do not mean that liberal 
arts are taking a back seat. Says Wendell Will- 
kie: "The destruction of the tradition of the lib- 
eral arts at this crisis in our history . . . would 
be a crime comparable . . . with the burning of 
the books by the Nazis . . . The preservation of 
our cultural heritage is 
what we are fighting for." 

An interesting angle to this woman-power 
situation is that the war-time government is grad- 
ually being taken over by the ladies. This is a 
peace-time trend quickened by war. In 1933 
fifteen per cent of government positions were 
held by women. By 1942 the proportion had 
risen to twenty-four per cent. Now nearly 
seventy per cent of all new appointments go to 
women. 

There are virtually no jobs in government today 
that women can't fill. Thus far, there are com- 
paratively few women in the higher technical 
and administrative services and in such activities 
as forestry and public health work. But that 
doesn't mean that women with the right training 
can't hold the jobs. Even in industrial occupa- 
tions a Social Security Board survey shows that 
1 ,468 of 1 ,900 war occupations are wholly suit- 
able for women and 276 partially suitable.

In explaining his views on that ques- 
tion, Dr. Fulton elucidated that in 
the first place it's the natural ten- 
dency of any people to be for the home 
team. In the second place, this war 
against the United States is rather 
popular because of the peculiar atti- 
tude of half admiration, half jealousy 
which the Japanese feel toward us. 

"Third, all means of propaganda 
are assiduously used to warp the pop- 
ular mind to conformity with the 
government view," he stated. 

In tracing the ancestral lineage of 
the Japanese, Dr. Fulton brought out 
the point that they consider the car- 
dinal virtues to be "loyalty and filial 
piety." 

"What hope is there for a nation 
brought up on the wrong ideological 
peaching?" he queried, and declared 
in answer, "It is possible to construct 
a people who will be an asset instead 
of a menace and who will make defi- 
nite and constructive contributions to 
world civilization."

Gratifying Job 

One of the most useful of the war services 
for women is the Nurses' Aide Corps. Nurses' 
Aides work directly in the hospitals, doing im- 
portant but non-medical tasks. Today's hospitals, 
depleted more every day by the departure of 
doctors and nurses for the armed forces, are 
coming to depend a great deal on these women. 

The minimum age limit for joining the Corps 
is eighteen years. The course lasts for eighty 
hours and is extended over a period of two 
months. It can easily be taken in one summer. 
When a girl signs up for Nurses' Aide she prom- 
. ises to give 1 50 hours of service besides her 
eighty-hour course. These hours can be easily 
worked into three months. It's true that this 
sounds like a lot, but time goes by very quickly. 
Their duties range from making up beds and 
giving bed baths to running errands over the 
hospital. It is hard work— but nursing is one of 
the most gratifying jobs in the world and one of 
the most essential in the war effort.

John Temple Graves, II, col- 
umnist on the Birmingham Age- 
Herald and noted writer and lecturer 
on the South, will deliver the 29th 
college commencement address in the 
Ward-Belmont auditorium at 9 
o'clock Tuesday morning, June 1. 

Author of the syndicated column, 
"Good Morning," he is the author 
of several books on the South, includ- 
ing a recently published one entitled 
"The Fighting South." 

Born at Rome, Ga., in 1892, he 
was educated at Princeton and 
George Washington University. 

From 1919 to 1925 he was an 
economist with the Federal Trade 
Commission.

Plans made this year may set the 
pattern of the world for the coming 
century, Miss Vera Hay, history in- 
structor in the preparatory school, 
pointed out in her talk to the chapel 
assembly Monday, Sept. 27. 

"The problem of rehabilitation 
will fall primarily on the shoulders I 
of the 'Big Four,' which is made up 
of the United States, Great Britain, 
Russia and China," stated the speaker. 
All plans formulated by this group i 
will be subject to the approval of \he 1 
forty-four smaller nations who are 
also members of the United Nations. 

"In'1917 when Russia was humil- 
iated by the failure of the United 
States to recognize her government as 
a world power," said Miss Hay, "be- 
gan the misunderstanding which has 
prevailed between these two nations 
since that time." Citizens in the 
United States must "unlearn" many 
ideas and must realize that Russia is 
the most powerful nation in the Pa- 
cific, and that it may be necessary for 
the United Nations to give Russia 
the territory she demands. 

While all production has been 
stepped up, the maximum has not 
been reached, and we must not be 
lulled into a state of complacency such 
as German propagandists would like. 

"We have to have ideals founded 
upon practicality," she concluded. 
"Let's keep awake!" ,

nation's schools, educators attending 
the twenty-third annual meeting of 
the National Education Association 
agreed. Thousands of teachers have 
left their school work to take higher 
paying war jobs, while other thou- 
sands are in the armed forces. An 
official report by the association pre- 
dicted an estimated shortage of 75,- 
OOO teachers this fall. 

About one-fifth of the nation's 30,- 
000,000 school children returned to 
new teachers this September, accord- 
ing to an estimate by Dr. Alonzo M. 
Myers, chairman of the department of 
higher education of New York Uni- 
versity. 

More than 100,000 of the 250,000 
teachers hired this summer have sub- 
standard qualifications, he said, and 
received employment only because of 
the shortage of teachers. 

Dr. Myers asserted that a high 
percentage of teachers who are work- 
ing in war plants did not return to 
their former teaching jobs this fall. 
One of every five male teachers has 
left his job since Pearl Harbor.

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ZdUosUai Comment 
Speed up Education? 

The inevitable reverberations of the accele- 
rated war program of education are already 
being felt in a world in which everything has been 
speeded up far in excess of its normal tempo. 
The stress today is on production and results 
above everything else. What is the effect on 
the average college student of this emphasis, or 
over-emphasis, on speed? First of all, getting 
an education in capsule form, as it were, is be- 
yond the comprehensive powers of the average 
student. By that we do not mean that the aver- 
age student is mentally incapable; we do mean 
that it is— toa muck to expect-cf- any—but 
super-average group to digest information so 
rapidly and derive any lasting benefits from it. 

Second, this acceleration tends to create a 
spirit of restlessness, an indifference to studies 
and a relaxing of interest. Knowledge gained 
under such conditions, if any is gained, cannot 
possibly be thoroughly taught nor thoroughly 
learned. Education simply cannot be hurried 
and still be complete. 

The war-time program is hardly satisfactory 
for the present and there should certainly be no 
consideration of it for peacetime. Many educa- 
tors believe, says an A. C. P. dispatch, that we 
should continue to crowd four years of education 
into thirty-two months and thus give men and 
women an earlier part in industry and business. 
Men and women do not need an earlier part in 
industry and business. Why skip over the best 
years of life in order to reach maturity too soon? 
For what result is gained besides this? 

The basic reason behind scholastic troubles is 
monotony. Those summer 'months at home, when 
the majority of students formerly got jobs, gave 
them an opportunity to apply what they had 
learned and to come back ready for more. But 
when a student remains at his books all year 
round, studying really becomes a grind and loses 

all its colorful aspects 

The program is necessary now, but it can not 
possibly be good for the standards of a culture 
to turn out young men and women into the world 
before they have reached what would normally 
be maturity. It is necessary because if young 
men and women are to have an education, they 
must cram it into the only length of time al- 
lowed. It is only with years that experience 
comes, and it is only with experience that maturity 
comes. For maturity is that point in the life of 
an individual at which he is mentally capable of 
standing absolutely alone and independent of 

environment. 

There does not seem to be much chance of 
discontinuing the program at the present mo- 
ment, nor would it be feasible, but we do not 
want it for the future. We want our children to 
grow up naturally and not overburdened with 
studies which deprive them of the rights of "the 
kingless state of youth." - 

Club Loyalty 

To every alumna of W.-B. there is nothing 
dearer to her heart than the club to which she 
belonged during her years here, and in every 
girl at school now this same feeling prevails. 
Even though many have been at Ward-Belmont 
but a short time and perhaps as yet know only 
a few of their fellow members, there is a certain 
warm bond of sincere friendship among all the 
girls, and that famous "all for one and one for 
all" spirit. To me, my club means more than I 
could have ever dreamed — standing there at 
meeting singing our song, or fighting for it at 
the hockey practices, or just laughing and talk- 
ing with the girls on a lazy evening there.

The problem of cold 
weather and no heat the first week or 
so of school led marry students to the 
infirmary in quest of cures for this 
dreaded "disease; then came the dis- 
cussion of cold capsules. Much talk 
circulated throughout the campus and 
the fact was confirmed when Dr. 
Burk made the announcement in 
chapel that letters of explanation had 
been sent to our parents. Unless he 
is informed to the contrary, cold cap- 
sules will be distributed to each girl 
who wishes them. They are to be 
taken in doses of one a day for seven 
days and then two each week for the 
remainder of the winter. Of course, 
there is the possibility that they will 
be of no help, but anything that might 

Way You Speak 
Mirror of Self, 
Advises Barr 

"Tongues are a small but power- 
ful section of the human body that 
have never been tamed by man or 
woman," the Reverend Thomas C.

prevent your susceptibility to colds is 
certainly worth a try. 

The common cold has long been a 
problem to doctors. Much time and 
research have been devoted, to this 
matter and recently a startling an- 
nouncement was made in the Tech- 
'nologtcal Institute of Northwestern ~ 
University. It was to the effect that 
bacteria and viruses which cause colds, 
influenza, pneumonia and other air- 
borne diseases may be banished from 
American homes, factories and other 
buildings after the war; Many ex- 
periments have been carried ori at 
Northwestern by Professor Burgess 
H. Jennings and Dr. Edward Bigg, 
dealing with the use of propylene and 
triethylene glycol vapors in the con- 
trol of airborne infection. 

Both of these glycols were found 
to be inflammable in the concentra- 
tions required for air sterilization. 
Furthermore, they are non-toxic, es- 
sentially odorless, available and re- 
sonable in dose. At the present time 
these professors are making a study 
of groups that are living in rooms 
with glycol-laden air. Though they 
have no clinical data yet as to whether 
glycol vapor will reduce or prevent 
colds, influenza, and other airborne 
infections, they believe this verdict 
will be reached soon, since the results 
obtained thus far in their experimen- 
tal studies have been so promising. 

So, until scientists actually find the 
solution to this problem, the girls at 
Ward-Belmont will continue taking 
cold capsules and hope and pray they 
will be benefited by them.

Behind this large-scale re- 
cruiting drive is a dangerous shortage 
of nurses in industrial boom towns 
near war plants, and in other com- 
munities whose nurse-power has 
been drawn into military service. 
Unless thousands of additional 
women enter nursing, death and di- 
sease may stalk the country. 

Under the provisions of the Bolton 
Act of June, 1943, which established 
the Cadet Nurse Corps, women en- 
tering nursing under the federal pro- 
gram will receive recognition for war 
service on a par with the WAC, 
WAVES, and SPARS. They will 
receive special uniforms, a regular 
monthly allowance, room, board, 
books, special fees and laundry. They 
will receive free tuition in -an ac- 
credited nursing school of their own 
choice. In exchange, the Nurse Ca- 
dets must promise to remain in either 
military or essential civilian nursing 
for the duration, but they will not be 
required to sign for military duty if 
they don't want it. 

The most important fact is that 
nurses are badly needed. College 
women, with their intelligence and 
special skills, could play no more es- 
sential war role. — (A.C.P).

Tokyo, Singapore, Batavia, Mel- 
bourne, Port Moresby and to the 
United States. Having seen more 
than thirty years service with the 
British government as Counsellor in 
the British Embassy in Tokyo, Sir 
George retired in 1939, and planned 
to return to England. "These de- 
lightful plans were forgotten," said 
Lady Sansom, "with the outbreak of 
the war. We returned to Singapore 
where we stayed until the Japs gained 
control of the stronghold. Upon our 
fortunate escape from Singapore we 
went to Batavia, then to Melbourne 
and on to America." 

Nurse's Aide 

"The people of Singapore forgot 
about class distinction upon the out- 
break of the war, and worked to- 
gether as a unit. Why, I was grad- 
uated from the Nurse's Aide course 
with numbers of Chinese girls and we 
went into the hospitals side by side," 
Lady Sansom said. 

When asked her impression of the 
part American women are playing in 
the war, in- comparison with that 
played by British women, she refused 
to make a comparison, because, "It is 
impossible to compare the work of 
women who are but twenty miles 
from the enemy. However, I must 
say that the American women have 
done a tremendous job for persons as 
isolated from the battle grounds as 
they are. I'll jolly well tell you an- 
other reason why no comparison can 
be drawn. British women from the 
ages of 18 to 50 are conscripted for 
war work and are not exempted,. ua*.. 
less they have direct dependents. Nat- 
urally, then, they're doing more ac- 
tual war work than the women in 
America." 

Author of Book 

Lady Sansom, who published the 
book, "Living in Tokyo," in 1936, 
knows our enemies well and has seen 
the horrors of war, yet believes the 
conflict will soon be completed.

Sentimentalists can shout "What price glory?" and can extemporize on the poppies and the row 
on row of crosses in Flanders Field! They can prognosticate the future when the world finally will 
be a league of nations at peace. They can exhort the people to make the Unknown Soldier a sym- 
bol of the manhood lost in the last war, and a symbol of the youth of today who are fighting 
gallantly on far-flung fields.. 

They could, yes, and do prate ad infinitum on all these things and some new angle every year, 
but these words are as empty as "sounding brass" and as devoid of meaning as abracadabraca. 

What can we really say of Armistice Day except that it is the only tie we have left with our 
former ideals? In a vicious and de-idealized world, this link provides a pillar of strength to over- 
come doubts and fears. 

What can we say of Armistice Day except that in reality it symbolizes a noble attempt to 
untangle the affairs of a very much entangled world? It was fine and glorious, if, futile, because 
those who participated were sincere in their efforts to stabilize the universe. 

Though Armistice Day has lost its basic meaning, it has gained a finer one, for we know that 
there will be another Armistice Day, perhaps in 1945, perhaps not till 1948. We do not know that 
this day will again come to mean something besides the hate and enmity which grew out of the 
last war; we can only hope and have faith in, not a better world, but a world with solid foundations 
of brotherly love, unity and above all — peace.

SSF Launches Student Relief 
And Includes Prisoners of War 



The Big Ten Wa ' te Chosen 'Si 



The work of student relief has now 
extended to a large group of American 
prisoners of war in Germany, reports 
the Wo rld Student Service Fund, the 
fund-raising agency for student war 
relief. According to cables and air- 
mail reports recently received by the 
New York office of the Fund, books 
are being sent into all the major prison 
camps in Germany where Americans 
are held. This^ame program, oper- 
ating under the provisions of the 
Geneva Convention of 1929 regulat- 
ing the treatment of prisoners of war, 
has been carried on since 1941 for 
prisoners of war of other nationalities. 

A Swedish secretary of the World 
Student Service Fund's administering 
committee in Europe recently made a 
pioneer visit to Stalagluft 3, a large 
camp where there are 2,000 U. S. 
Army Air Corps officers captured in 
Africa. He writes, in describing his 
visit: "What our personal approach 
means to countless individual students 
was made very clear to me when I 
was introduced to a young man with 
a Nordic-sounding name. Like most 
of his fellow-prisoners, this student 
has not yet received a single communi- 
cation from home since being taken a

A late cable gives the names and 
former colleges of sixty-seven Ameri- 
can prisoners. The World Student 
Service Fund is now sending to Eu- 
rope the textbooks needed to enable 
many of these men to continue their 
special studies. It is hoped that ar- 
rangements with the proper authori- 
ties may be worked out for accredita- 
tion of the work accomplished behind 
barbed wire. There is precedent for 



in tne case or rJntis 
war, for whom Oxford, Cambridge 
and the University of London are now 
sending in examinations. The ex- 
ternal degree of the University of 
London may even be granted a man 
in prison camp. 

The World Student Service Fund's 
campaign for 1942-43 resulted in con- 
tributions of $160,000 with 534 edu- 
cational institutions participating. The 
campaign for 1943-44 has just been 
launched with the hope of much 
larger returns from the colleges. The 
World Student Service Fund is now 
a participating service of the National

As this war moves in its deadly course, it has 
altered everything in our lives, including the edu- 
cational systems. Now, involuntarily, we feel the 
great challenge to make something of ourselves, 
to rise above mediocrity and graduate^with the 
knowledge that we have truly benefited by our 
years at college. We are no longer content to 
slide through our studies, to be satisfied with an 
average that just allows us to stay on. This is 
impossible when we face the bitter facts of this 
awful holocaust we are now suffering. 

Men have been snatched ' from the more in- 
tellectual and technological jobs to swell the 
vast ranks of our armed forces and with them 
goes the wealth of knowledge accumulated by 
long years of study and experience. So the re- 
sponsibility of assuming these same jobs falls 
upon us, the young women fortunate enough to 
be able to receive a college education. As we 
feel the weight of, this vast responsibility, there 
comes the increasing desire to change our 
courses from the general cultural ones heretofore 
followed, to a curriculum of nothing but practical 
studies. This might be well enough for a few, 
but there will be those men returning who will 
have retained this knowledge and who will be 
ready to resume their places vacated for the 
duration. Thus, we will come to the realization 
that our education has been lopsided— that our 
cultural side is undeveloped and American ap- 
preciation for the inspirational and beautiful is 
at a standstill. 

This country's great strength is from her reali- 
zation that the happiness of the individual should 
be paramount, therefbrerwe must not lose sight 
of the fact that there are more things in life than 
mechanics and aero-dynamics. Although many 
liberal arts courses may seem utterly worthless 
during this war, without that definite cultural 
development our nation would dissolve into a 
country without a soul. 

And, too, this cultural education will give us 
an appreciation for other peoples of the ^orid 
and their problems, for through their literature, 
art and music we gain sight into their innermost 
and this knowledge will be invaluable in 
lg the hundreds of post-war problems that 

will assail us. 

College women should not neglect their aes-

Tomorrow's Women 

Do you realize that we, the students of today, 
are soon to be not only the wives and mothers, 
but the doctors, scientists, business women and 
the leaders of tomorrow? This doesn't seem so 
startling to us, because many of us have already 
planned to become so-called "career women,' 
but we have been thinking along lines of music, 
writing, designing and all the other fine arts. The 
careers just mentioned are only a minor part of 
the work that faces us, the women workers of 
tomorrow. 

The war will bring (or should we say "has 
brought"?) about this change. Men from every 
part of the business, professional and labor fields 
have been called to the service of our country. 
Many will not return; many who do return will 
be unfit to carry on their old work, or unprepared 
to begin along new lines. War changes men's 
minds; so, until there has been time for the boys 
to return to school and the men to recover their 
sense of peace-time equilibrium, we must take 
their places. 

Right now, in college, we are learning how to 
take their places. In former times, college, for 
a girl, was a mere finishing; a place in which to 
have a lot of fun, and gain a little, if any, knowl- 
edge. Today college is a serious business. We 
are attending school to gain every bit of knowl- 
edge and experience that will help us to take 
care of the world until the men can regain their 
places. 

None of, us want to make this a woman's world 
entirely, but we do want to be able to "hold the 
fort" and work towards a lasting peace, until the 
men are able to make it their world again. 

Humanity is calling on us now. By taking ad- 
vantage of the opportunities that are offered 
us in this school, we will not let it down! 

I Predict ... 

(Excerpts from Dr. J. E. Burlc's address, 'The Junior College in 
the Post-War World," to college faculty— Nov, 23, 1943.) 

I predict that the war will intensify the stress 
laid upon objectives. The private will continue 
to stress citizenship; the public, vocational fit- 
ness. 

I predict there will be no radical curricular 
changes among private junior colleges. More 
public junior college students will prepare them- 
selves for senior college entrance. 

I predict that the federal government will par- 
ticipate more heavily in junior college education. 
This assistance may take the form of an act sim- 
itar to the Smith-Hughes law; it will certainly 
take the form of subsidizing the student — rather 
than the institution.

ASTP Training Inc 
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(This is the second in a series of 
articles on the Army Specialized 
Training Program. The information 
is from a- pamphlet issued by the 
Army Service Forces in Washington, 
D. C.) 

Enlisted men who have had engi- 
neering or other scientific training 
equal to or beyond the scope of the 
ASTP have a special advanced cur- 
riculum. These men can quickly be 
prepared f to meet demands for ad- 
vanced technicians. 

There are numerous phases of the 
medical and other professional train- 
ing offered by the program. Upon 
receipt of his M.D. degree, the 
trainee is discharged from his enlisted 
status in order to accept a commission 
in the Medical, Dental or Veterinary 
Corps of the Army of the United 
States. 

Selection for assignment to the 
ASTP for pre-professional and pro- 
fessional training is made in much the 
same manner in which students have 
previously been chosen for admission 
to schools of medicine, dentistry and 
veterinary medicine. The military 
instruction of trainees in these schools 
is modified sufficiently to insure that 
the maximum time will be devoted 
to professional studies and clinical 
instruction. 

Two, terms of instruction are pro- 
vided in the Personnel Psychology 
phase, designed to train soldiers in the 
techniques and procedures employed 
by the Adjutant GeneraPs Depart-, 
ment in the selection, classification 
and assignment of military personnel. 

Soldiers receiving training in for- 
eign area and language studies will 
be available for responsible assign- 
ments in one of the branches of the 
following: Army Air Forces, Mili- 
tary Intelligence Service, Provost 
Marshal General's Department and 
the Signal Corps. Besides language, 
they will be instructed in the historic 
background as well as in social, poli- 
tical and economic, conditions of the 
country to which they will be sent. 

A recent A.C.P. dispatch says: 
"More than 100,000 soldiers partici- 
pating in the Army's Specialized 
Training program at a09 colleges and 
universities in the United States will 
wear identification: 1 shoulder-patch in- 
signia, the "War Department has an- 
nounced. The insignia will depict 



the sword of valor against a lamp 
of knowledge. The sword and lamp 
are in dark blue on a yellow, octagon- 
shaped patch. 

Artists of the Quartermaster Corps 
and Special Service Division, Army 
Service Forces, collaborated in design- 
ing a series of insignia which would 
serve as the official emblem of the 
ASTP. To learn the preference of 
soldiers in the program, a large num- 
ber of soldier-trainees were invited to 
view several samples of proposed in- 
signia. The pattern selected ran far 
ahead in popularity. The insignia 
will be distributed to various units in 
December.

Of Preventing War' Tea and Exhibit 




Says Dr. Swint 

"No generation has ever known 
war more closely than the present 
one," Dr. H. L. Swint, professor of 
history at Vanderbilt University, told 
the current affairs chapel Monday, 
Dec. 6. Dr. Swint, who chose as his 
topic, "Public Opinion and Peace," 
briefly outlined the emotional appeals 
which war contains, and stressed' that 
no adventure can compensate for the 
casualties which result from war. 

"In thjs world that has been so 
shrunken by all modern conveniences, 
our responsibility to the peace has 
been greatly increased," Dr. Swint 
continued. "Our participation in the 
peace plans will be of both a direct 
and an indirect nature. 

"Above all," Dr. Swint said, "we 
must not be misled and leave the form- 
ulation of this nation's plans in the 
hands of politicians." He asserted 
everyone of us has a much greater 
power than we realize in the exercise 
of preventing war so that our children 
will not know the horrors that have 
been thrust upon this generation.
